PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 18. — Preparations are 
all complete for tlie reception of tho French 
fleet, and they have been mane with a will, 
for the Frenchmen will be much more 
welcome than tho Germans were. The 
whole town, privuto as well us public 
buildings, is decorated with Hags and 
streamers. Tho Solent is lull of pleasure 
oraft of every description, filled with guiiy 
dressed people, anil every place of vantage 
on shore for miles is covered with spectators. 
The liritish men-of-war are already in 
position, ready to do the honors the moment 
the friendly squadron hovos in sight. The 
Royal Yacht Club makes a fine display, a 
huge portion of the fleet being here. A 
position has been assigned to it in the 
ceremonies of the reception. The yacht 8 of 
all nations are present, and among them 
the American Hag occasionally appears. A 
large number ot Frenchmen have crossed 
tho Channel to view the spectacle so 
flattering to their national pride. The 
hotels are filled, Olid fabulous prices are 
asked for everything. 

The Holy Coal ol TrctiCd. 

BERLIN, Aug. 18. — The city of Trekes is 
packed with visitors from all parts of Ger- 
many, to be present at the ceremonies on 
Thursday, when the holy coat of tho Saviour 
will be exposed to public view. Thousands 
of letters have been received in which llie 
writers beg for permission to enter the 
church and permission to touch the holy 
coat for religious and healing purposes. 
The rector ot tho church at Argentcuil, 
in France, which possesses a rival 
cost, has arrived there with two 
friends. He declares that the Holy e.out of 
Trekes is not seamless, as has been repre- 
sented, and us the description in the Now 
Testament requires the coat should be. 
Moreover, that it is a long cloak, falling 
from the shoulders to the feet, which Jesus, 
being a mere craftsman, could never have 
Morn. The French rector, who got the stai t 
of the Germans by the exhibition at Argen- 
ten il, on Sunday, of the coat vouched for by 
Gregory of Touts, is incensed at the prom- 
inence given tho coat of Trekes. His pres- 
ence is likely to cause trouble, us his re- 
marks have stirred up much indignation 
among the faithful. 

«rcnt Welsh FcnUvnJ. 

London-, Aug. 18. — Mine. Patti will 
attend tho Eisteddfod at twansea, to- 
morrow, and has aroused the enthusiasm of 
the Welsh bards by promising to Bing 
during the festival. People are flocking to 
Swansea by thousands, in consequence. 
The opening ceremonies of the festival took 
place to-day, with great display and great 
promise of success. There was a procession 
of bards, which marched to the pavillion 
holding twenty thousand people. The 
mayor delivered the inaugural address, 
dwelling on the literary and musical results 
of these assemblages in tho past thousand 
years. 

For Protection Against Fruit Peals. 

Paws, Aug. 18. — A syndicate of wine- 
growers has been formed at rCpcrnay for 
mutual insurance against individual losses 
from the ravages of the phylloxeria. A 
meeting, attended by six thousand persons, 
was held at Epernay, yesterday, to promote 
this object, but was invaded by a body of 
wine-growers hostile to the measure, who 
captured the meeting and elected a com- 
mittee opposed to the scheme. The op- 
ponents of the syndicate declare'! that there 
is no danger ut pressnt of phylloxeria, and 
that the movement is n speculative one. 
They also oppose the government's proposal 
to appoint inspectors who shall have the 
right to enter all vineyards and take mea- 
sures against the phylloxeria, 

Superiority or Canadian Eggs. 

London, Aug. IS. — Over .'1,01)0,000 Cana- 
dian eggs have been landed at Liverpool. 
Experts declare that these eggs are far 
superior to the best that conic from Ireland 
or from the continent in regard to size, 
quality and packing. Though the shipment 
of eggs from Canada on such a large scale was 
brought about by the MoKinley bill, which 
has the effect of depriving Canada of a 
U. S. market, the English dealers say that 
tho Canadian article can now hold this 
market, whatever happens, their superiority 
having now been proven. 

A churlish Landowner. 

London, Aug. 18. — A gentleman named 
Farquhurson has been making himself ob- 
noxious, of late, to tho residents of Bramaer, 
the pretty little village near which the 
Queen's 15ahnor.il castle is situated. Far- 
quharson, who owns an immense estate, ad- 
joining Her .Majesty's domain, some time 
ago closed the right of way across his 
grounds to certain spots much frequented 
by tho villagers and by tourists, on account 
of the splendid view obtainable thereof the 
surrounding mouutains and water scenery. 
The Queen, across whose property the right 
of way also led, has always been very will- 
ing that the privilege should be continued, 
but her grociuusnesa wa* ineffective, so long 
as Farqulmrson denied admission to his es- 
tate). The villagers determined to ignore 
the barrier erected uetoss the path, 
and frequently threw it aside, re- 
gardless of the warning of the owner 
of the land. Recently, however, Faiquhar- 
son caused a high and strong fence to be 
erected, which could not be passed by any 
single trespasser. It was then resolved by 
the people of the neighborhood to assert 
their claim to right ot acciss to the points 
referred to, and to day was chosen as the 
time for carrying out their purpose. Four 
hundred villagers and visitors, headed by a 
brass band, inarched to tho barrier, tore it 
down and burned tho timber, of which it

the spot 

where the most beautiful view 
could be obtained and listened to speeches 
by local orators, defining their rights of ac- 
cess to the territory in question. It was 
solemnly resolved that tho?e present would 
march to the s une spot every day 60 long 
as any attempt was made to exclude them, 
this being, according to legal advice, the 
best method of testing their common 
rights, which would certainly lapse if they 
did not exercise them. It is stated Far- 
quharson will at once take the matter into 
court, and if he does, tho villagers will 
make a strong fight with a very good legal 
ease, it is thought, on their side. 

The Knlser Mill Xol Come. 

London, Aug. 18.— Tho hopes which have 
been raised from time to time that the 
German Ktnperor might visit the United 
States during the Columbian exhibition, 
because he has indicated a wish todoBo, have 
been disappointed. It is officially declared 
that the Emperor has no intention of taking 
a journey so far away from home, much as 
ho desiies to see the great country across 
the Atlantic. 

Further Advance In Flonr. 

LEEDS, Aug. 18. — The Leeds Millers' 
Association to-day decided to further 
advance the price of flour. The moetiug 
fixed the prices at one shilling and sixpence 
above the previous rate. 

Frightful Railway Accident. 

Berlin, Aug. IS. — Two passenger trains, 
going at full speed, collide i to-day at a 
point between Ostrowo, Prussia, and Los- 
witz. Ten persons were killed and many 
injured. Tho coals from the locomotives 
set fire to the wreck and terrible scenes 
were witnessed, aome of the injured be- 
ing burned to death before the eyes of 
the rescuers. 

To Spy Out the Land. 

London, Aug. 18. — Two tenant farmers, 
one English and one Scotch, have sailed for 
Ctnuda to examine and report up- 
on the resources of the Dominion, 
especially Nova Scotia, and its adaptability 
for the settlement of English and Scotch 
emigrants. The Canadian Government pays 
all their expenses. 

Failure ol an Australian Ituuk. 

Melbourne, Aug. 17.— The suspension 

of the li r it i all Bank of Australia is an- 
nounced. The liabilities are §800,000, half 
of which is owed creditors in England.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



The" Anglo Sp.iuMi Treaty. 

Halifax, N. S., Aug. 18.— A cablegram 
from the Colonial Office, in London, an- 
nounces that neither England nor Spain has 
given notice of their intention to terminate 
the treaty of 1880, and as one year's notice 
of such intention must be given after the 
date fixed for its expiration, no change can 
be made for two years to come on the duty 
on Canadian imports into the Spanish West 
Indies. 

Accidentally Killed. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 18. — A young man 
named Green was killed at Ncepawa, this 
morning, by the collapse of an elevator 
scaffold. 

Vincent Scully Coining. 

WINNIPEG, Aug. 18. — Vincent Scully, 
who defeated the Parnellite candidate in 
the late Kilkenny election, is here, ea route 
west. 

A Private Hcetlne. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 18.— The Canadian 
Pacific board of directors held its regular 
meeting, yesterday, under the presidency 
of Van Borne, but the proceedings were of 
a private nature, and the officials decline to 
say anything about it for publication. 

Has MrCreevy Resljcned ? 

Ottawa, Aug. 18. — Hon. Thomas Me- 
Grccvy, M.P., did not obey the summons to 
appear within the bar of the House, this 
afternoon. He is in Quebec. It ia under- 
stood the resignation of McOreevy is in the 
hands of the speaker, but this is not defin- 
itely known. Rcmors that he had resigned 
were published in all the. afternoon papers. 

A Printing Bureau Scandal. 

TORONTO, Aug. 18. — An Ottawa despatch 
to the World says ihat. it is admitted that 
unless there is a tall lot of swearing by the 
type founders of Toronto, it will be elicited 
that au official who had a great deal to do 
with the printing bureau, received huge 
commissions from them on purchases made 
by him ; but it is not so much the official 
that the Reform editors who have charge of 
this scandal are after, as it is his ministerial 
ehief, Mr. Chapleau. They will not say 
openly that he shared in any of the com- 
missions got by the head of the bureau, but 
they think they will be able to get at some- 
thing if the evidence goes deep enough and 
far enough. 

The Tralllc in Chinese. 

Toronto, August 17. — A Washington 
despatch says that the treasury department 
ht8 been advised that Vancouver is the 
point, where Chinamen that are being 
smuggled into the United States enter 
British Columbia. The information is that 
hundreds arrive on every Chinese (teamer, 
and that about 2,000 annually aro brought 
into tho United States from that point. It 
is said smuggling over the line is abetted 
by a few whites, who are rather glad to 
evade the vigilance of the United States 
authorities. Moreover, the practice puts 
considerable money into their purses and 
also a few living at Victoria, and is one of 
the miner elements of the town's prosperity.

British Columbia Matters Discussed in 
the House of Commons — Dewdney 
(Joes for Latiricr. 



The Rights of Settlers to Minerals— 
An Important Consideration— The. 
Opposition Entirely Astray. 

A B.C. Rifle Team for Ottawa-Resig- 
nation of McGreevy — l ottery 
Correspondence Prohibited. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 18. — llritiah Columbia had 
another regular field day in the House of 
Commons. Hon. Mr. Laurier, as an amend- 
ment to supply, moved that the Minister of 
the Interior had committeda breach of faith 
with Parliament in not sending un officer to 
British Columbia to enquire into the claims 
cf the settlers of the districts of Cranberry, 
Cedar, Wellington, Nanoose and Nanaimo, 
to the minerals in the lands they occupy. 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney said he rejoiced that at 
last the Opposition had begun to take an 
interest in British Columbia and the other, 
so called, outlying provinces. He would, 
however, remark that he had never promis- 
ed to enquire into the question 
of the minerals taken from land 
grants. This \va3 not the custom 
After observations f torn Mr. Mulojk, Hon. 
Mr. Thompson took the floor. In his 
hands Mr. Lauder's argument went badly 
to pieces. It was first shown .hat the 
seltlois, whose claims Mr. Laurier was sup- 
posing, weie originally squatters on the 
land, which at the time was by act of 
British Columbia reserved for settlement, 
for specific purposes. The statute of their 
native province said that these men had no 
rights either to tho surface or to the 
minerals. This tract of land was reserved 
for a particular purpose and was given as 
land grant for the Nanaimo railway. After- 
ward, when the territory came under 
the jurisdiction of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, homesteads were granted to settlers, 
not us a matter of right, but as a matter of 
grace. The only rights granted were sur- 
face rights The minerals were expressly 
reserved and were granted to other parties 
by the Bamo act, which gave the settlers 
whatever legal title they had. What Mr. 
Lutirier asked tho House to say was that 
the Government wus blameablo for giving 
the settlers minerals, which, by act of par- 
liament, had been transferred to the others. 
The Opposition leader was really asking the 
House to condemn the Government for not 
violating an act of parliament. The 
further discussion was participated in 
by Messrs. Mills, Gordon, D.ivies, 
and Mara. The two British Columbia mem- 
bers showed clearly how far the opposition 
were astray in their facts, particularly 
making a laughing stock of the Hon. Mr. 
Davies. The House divided on Mr. 
Liu rier's amendment, which was rejected 
by 101 to 81. 

The announcement of a likelihood that no 
British Columbia riue'teftffi will visit Ot- 
tawu, this year, has been received with 
great regret. Messrs. Prior and Kirkpat- 
riek are endeavoring to make arrangements 
with the OPR., and it is hoped the team 
will be able to come East. 

Tlios. McGreevy has resigned. He failed 
to present himself in the House to day, 
thereupon the Sergcant-at-arms was in- 
struct eil to arrest him. The Sergeant will 
go to Quebec to-morrow, but will find his 
bird flown. The highest authorities say 
there is nothing to prevent Mr. Speaker ac- 
cepting his resignation. He has not even 
protested, but his resignation docs not fiee 
Mr. McGreevy from the House proceedings. 

Mr. Cockburn returned from Quebec to- 
day. He says he will have further startling 
evidence btforc the Senate Commission 
to-morrow as to the P.aie desdialeurs steal. 

The Post Office authorities have been 
notified that all Canadian newspapers eon- 
tainine; anything in the shape of lottery 
advertisements will be prohibited from 
being carried Iu the United States mail 
hereafter.

— John Irvine, 
walking delegate for the Trades and Labor 
Council, was brought before Justices of the 
Peace Mellon and Sehofiold, to-day, 
charged with having beset the Bank of 
II. C. building, (ieo, Mealier, the con- 
tractor, swore Unit Irvine would not allow 
the plasterers to go to work until Mesher 
paid the fees for bis carpenters, who would 
not join the union, and promised there 
would bo no further interference when the 
money was paid. A few days later, Irvine 
demanded more money on the dismissal of 
one of the men. Tho case was adjourned. 

The U. S. revenue cruiser Walcott arrived 
last night, to meet Hon. O. L. Spauldine, 
1).

SLAUGHTER UF SEALS. 

Russian Hunters Maklcir Big Catches In 
Eastern Siberia— Trespassers Chased. 

London, Aug. 17.— A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg states that, according to Russian 
advices from East Siberia, the Russian 
sealers have already captured a considerable 
number of skins in the waters controlled by 
the Russian government, und that thero is 
no apparent cessation of the operations. 
The authorities are keeping a lookout for 
trespassers in the Russian jurisdiction, and 
so far several have been chased, but none 
captured. 

The sealing season ha3 been excellent, no- 
diminution iu the number of seals lieing ap- 
parent. Tho Russians apparently feel 
under no obligations as to any agreement 
with Great Britai.n It is rumored on semi- 
official authority that no confidence is 
placed by the Czar's representatives in 
Eastern Siberia in the good faith of the 
American Sealing company, which, they 
claim, is taking advantage of the provision 
allowing them to capture a certain number 
of seals to take all the seals they can get. 
The Russians, therefore, are going ahead 
with their seal fbhing ns usual under the 
Russian flag, and in entire independence of 
any international arrangement. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



Ilair-Mllllnn Dollar-Fire. 

■Jacksonville, Flo., Aug. 18.— A half- 
million dollar-fire this morning destroyed 05- 
buildings, including Knights crockery house, 
und the Hibbard Block, in which was 
located the Western Union telegraph office, 
and half a dozen other large concerns, the 
Tremont House, Seminole Club, Smith 
Building, Hotel Placide, Chelsea House, 
MoMurmy A: Baker's carriage ware- 
house, St. Joseph's Convent, tho Retzweiler 
residence, and Lloyd Bros, crockery store. 
The buildings for four streets back fiojrn 
Bay street, and a strip of two squares wide,, 
were burned, An explosion of dynamite on 
Forsythe street made the fire uncontrollable, 
and injured many people, but none seriously. 
The insurance is light. Muny other build- 
ings in the vicinity of the business portions 
were badly damaged, and some were com- 
pletely gutted. 

IllHcovcry or a Sfew Metal. 
PiTTsiH'itd, Aug. 17. — -A series of experi- 
ments by Thomas Harrison, of this city, 
into the properties and uses of nickel steel 
and manganese broczehave resulted in the 
discovery of a new metal, tho chief charac- 
teristics of which are that it has a very 
high tensile strength, is indestructible by 
corrosion, impervious to acids, und that it 
can be wrought into spikes, nails, etc., 
while either hot or cold. 

t'olonl/.hiK Negroes In i'ulirornlii. 

New York, Aug. 17.— The Herald, edi- 
torially, says : There is a good deal of sound 
horse sense in the plan for colonizing a large 
number of negroes on tho Pacific slope. 
Senator Stanford is said to be interested, 
anil it is predicted that within the next 
twelve months fit), 000 or more colored peo- 
ple may find employment and homes in Cal- 
ifornia. At any event the scheme ia under 
full headway, und will have a fair trial. 
The climate out yonder is peculiarly genial 
and adapted to the negro constitution. Cal- 
ifornia is in need of laborers, and can give 
them steady work and fair living wuges, as 
Chinese are neither liked or trusted. 



WHOLESALE LOSS OF LIFE. 

Another Train Disaster— Excursionists (lolnp. 
to II -1 lie. 

Berne, 'Aug. 17. — Yesterday, another 
wholesale loss of life by a railroad accident 
occurred on the Yura 'Simplon Railroad, 
near the village of Zolofekan, not far from 
this city. 

A special train, carrying a large number 
of excursionists from country districts to 
this city, while on its way here, to witness 
the fetes in connection with the 700th an- 
niversary of the foundation of the city of 
Heme, was run into by a Paris heavy ex- 
press, while sidetracked to allow the latter 
to pass. 

The accident occurred in the guard's van 
at the rear end of the excursion train, the 
passenger train being demolished and a 
large number of passengers killed. The 
exuet number of the dead and wounded is 
not known, but thirteen corpses have al- 
ready been recovered from the ruins, and it 
is known that eighteen people have been 
seriously injured by the collision. 

A wrecking train, carrying doctors and 
nurses, together with a detachment of en- 
gineers, was dispatched to the scene of the 
accident, and crowds of people have started 
in t be same direction. 

The majority of the passengers aboard 
the excursion train belong to towns in the 
vicinity of this oity. No American travel- 
lers were among the killed. The accident 
is thought to be the fault of the railroad 
officials. 

The towns in the vicinity of this city me 
full of excitement and mourning, and the 
sad event has marred the festivities incident 
to the celebration in which Berne- was so 
joyously engaged, and the remaining fea- 
tures of the programme will doubtless be 
abandoned in consequence

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THE LOST FOUND. 



Jiooth and Gendron Succeed in Locatiup; 
TiiemselTes— Lo9t for Forty- 
eight Hours. 



"flie Whistle of the Locomotive Led 
Them Out of the Wilder- 
ness. 



After 48 hours of hardships; lost in tho 
ilcnso wooils surrounding Shawnigan lake, 
with nothing to cut during the tinio, and fre- 
quently frightened out of their wits hy 
jirawling beara that crossed their paths, 
George Cornelius Booth and Fred. Gendron 
reached Fitzgerald's camp, yesterday after- 
noon, at 2 o'clock. 

They left this city Saturday evening, and 
made their headquarters at Fitzgerald's, 
The two young men, each of whom i3 about 
t20 years of age, left this can.p with their 
guns, early on Sunday morning, intending 
to return in time to catch the evening train 
liack to Victoria. They failed to return 
however, and, us the hours wore Oil, ami no 
trace of them was discoverable, considerah! 
anxiety was manifested by the friends in 
camp. 

\\ hen Monday morning came, and still 
no trace of the missing ones was apparent, 
Searching parties were organized and the 
woods scoured in every direction. The 
efforts were without avail, and, after hours 
of diligent search in tho hush, lasting the 
entire day, the parly returned to camp. 

Yesterday morning, the provincial police 
were notified, and Officer McNeill was de- 
tailed to take charge of a second party to 
scour the woods for the missing young men. 
Accompanied by several friends of Booth 
and Gendson, and fully equipped for a three 
weeks stay, Officer MoNeill left on a special 
trtin at 4 o'clock, yesterday afternoon. 

When his party arrived at Shawnigan 
Lake, they ascertained that the two lost 
ones had returned to Fitzgerald's camp a 
few hours before. 

The camp was at once visited, and the 
good newa confirmed, the young men hav- 
ing arrived there at 'J o'clock in an ex- 
hausted condition, with clothes tattered 
■and torn, and themselves well-nigh fam- 
ished. 

After receiving the congratulations of all, 
Booth and Gendron related their advan- 
tages, and then, boarding tho train, the 
party returned to the city. 

The story, us told hy tho young men, is 
as follows: Leaving the camp early Sunday 
morning, they wandered in search of game, 
and in a few hours lost their bearings. They 
were unable to find them Sunday, ami were 
compelled to puss the night in the woods. 
Monday morning, early, a rain came up 
which continued throughout the day, and 
ihey were at no time able to see the sky. 
As a consequence, they lost their way en- 
tirely. Tne heary rain continued, and ut 
•last, in sheer hopelessness, the two boys en- 
sconced themselves under a tree and waited 
for the shower to stop, or for something to 
turn up. 

Not a thing had they hud to cat since 
starting out, and they were nearly starved. 
INot a berry had they found in their wan- 
•derings through the woods or on the moun- 
tains, and no game, except bear, had been 
.seen. The latter were frequently ob- 
served, hut the hoys considered it best to 
let bruin alone, and, us they were not at- 
tacked, the ahuggy-coatcd monarch of the 
forest was permitted to roam unmolested. 

Tuesday morning, thoroughly famished 
and wet to the skin, their clothes in frag- 
ments from frequent contact w ith the heavy 
lundergro wth, booth and Gendron, ready to 
;give up, heard the screech of the locomo- 
tive a nil the rumble of the railroad cars in 

■ close proximity to thcni. 

ICagerly climbing a hill for a view of the 
.surrounding country, they espied Shawni- 
gan Iuke a short distance off. Descending 
with all haste they made for the shore, 
leaching which they soon located the camp 
ihey had left 4S hours before, aud set out on 
the journey for it. Tho lost ones were 
warmly welcomed at camp, fed to their full 
and provided with more presentable clothes 
than the ones they wore. 

When the searching party, headed by 
Officer McNeill, reached them, all hands re- 
joiced, and about o'clock the start was 
made for home, the lost hut found being 
none the worse for their experience. 

Mr. Moody, one of the searching party, 
while waiting for the return of the special 
train, killed a deer that was drinking in the 
lake, a few yards distant from the camp. 
The venison was cut up, quartered, and dis- 
tributed among the party. 

•XHILD FLOGGING IN WARSAW. 

(London Times, July 31.) 

A terrible act of bru'ality perpetrated by 
the Russian authorities at Warsaw has 
caused great indignation throughout Poland. 
As usual, the facts have come out little by 
little and considerably ufter date. It was 
• on the lilst of May lust that the daughter of 
■ General Pouzereff, who is but a child, was 
playing with a hall in the Suxen gardens at 
Warsaw. She chanced to meet a hoy named 
'■•Winter, and struck him with her ball. The 
boy, who was only ten years old, seized the 
ball and threw it back, probably with some 
violence. Thereupon the servant in charge 
■of General PouzerefFa child rushed forward, 
caught the boy Winter, and began to beat 
him. The boy, however, resisted, hit back 
a.t the servant and called her names, which 
showed that he was a Pole and had been 
(.aught to look with contempt upon the 
Russians. The servant now called for the 
police, and the hoy was taken and locked 
■up all night. A full report of tho incident 
was drawn up and sent to the Uovornor- 
•Geuerul of the province, General Gourko. 
t)a tho morrow Goneral Gourko replied 
that the hoy mint bo flogged, and should 
receive '27i lashes. 

According to the law, corporal punish- 
ment can only he administered to children 
hy their parents, hut Winter's father wus 
dead. The police, therefore, should have 
.applied to the boy's mother. They preferred 
.seeking out Mr. Olehcfski, tho boy's tutor 
• or guardian. They told Mr. Olchefaki that 
if he did not carry out tho sentenco th y 
Would close his business house, a cafe and 
.confectionery shop. Tho tutor, fearful that 
he would lose his means of livelihood, 
.reluctantly consented. The preparations 
were then made in due form. In accordance 
with the law the prison doctor was called, 
then tho boy was brought from his cell, 
.stripped, and the Hogging began. At the 
seventh stroke he fainted, and the doctor, 
.interfering, said it would bo dangerous to 
inllict such violent punishment. The boy 
•was of a highly nervous disposition, and the 
doctor could not answer for his life if Buch 

■ torture was continued. Mr. Olchefski, ulso, 
•wan horror-stricken at the effect tho blows 
hud produced. He angrily threw the whip 
away and said the police might close his 
cafe and ruin him if they chose, but nothing 
should persuade him to finish tho Hogging. 
Finding that both doctor and tutor remain 
<d obdurate, tho police and prison author!- 
4ioa scut a despatch to the Governor-Gen- 



eral, asking for instructions and relating all 
that had occurred. 

It will scarcely bo credited that General 
Gourko, tho hero of the Plevna Pass, ut onco 
telegraphed back that the Hogging was to be 
finished. The police, therefore, the tutor 
persisting in his refusal to act, had to give 
tho unfortunate boy tho remaining 18 blows 
so ns to complete the sentence. 

Insensible, covored with blood, his flesh 
torn from his back, and in a state of violent 
convulsions, this young boy was brought 
back to his mother. Tho unhappy woman 
had all this time been kept in ignorance as 
to the futo of her son, and the shock that 
his return in such a condition must have 
produced upon her feelings may well be 
imagined. Such cruelty as this, perpetrated 
for so trivial a reason on a very young 
child, has naturally greatly exasperated the 
Polish inhabitants of Warsaw, aud it will 
be no easy mutter for the Russians to justify 
conduct of this description. 

CONCERNING GLASS EYES. 

Not Always to lie Detected When Scen- 
Tlio Trade In Them. 

"Good glass eyes come high," said an 
oculist recently to a Buffalo News man. 

"Cost a big price, do they?" 

"Yes, the good ones do." 

'■Then there is a good deal of differ- 
ence'.'" 

"Oh, yes. They range all the way 
from fifty cents to fifty dollars." 

"Is there such a big - demand for 
them?" 

"Larger than most people suppose. 
The fact is that many people get along 
so well with a glass eye that not one 
person in ten suspects the fact." 

"Some of our friends may be wearing 
one of those solid visual organs and we 
do not know it'.'" 

"Precisely. I'll bet that several peo- 
ple in this city with whom you arc ac- 
quainted are wearing glass eyes, ami 
the fact has always escaped your atten- 
tion." 

"Tell me something about the busi- 
ness, doctor." 

"In the first place the greater share of 
glass eyes, so called, are not glass. 
The best quality of artificial eyes is 
manufactured in America hy a process 
that is kept absolutely secret. These 
arc the lightest and best and will last 
the longer. The Germans also make a 
line artificial eye. The best eyes are 
made of stone. The German article is 
cheaper than the American. The veiri- 
ing in the foreign eyes is not so well 
marked." 

"What makes the trade profitable?" 

"I'll tell you. One-eyed men are 
likely to be rather scarce, and one 
would think that having- once stocked 
up they would buy no more. Put this 
is not the case. An artificial eye gets 
to be a nuisance after it has bee:*, on 
duty two or three months. Another 
one has to be purchased. This explains 
the reason for the lively trade in these 
articles. There'll always be a trade in 
them, and a good one, too." 

"How is it we don't notice a glass eye 
in some men?" 

"Because they know enough to keep 
still about the matter, and wear the 
best eyes obtainable. In this way if 
you notice anything at all peculiar 
about their optics you imagine they 
have a squint or are cross-eyed." 



Kangaroo* In Australia! 

A curious fact in connection with the 
effect of the progress of civilization 
comes from Australia. It appears that 
in the older parts of that country the 
kangaroo is practically exterminated. 
In Victoria the kangaroos formerly out- 
numbered the sheep in the proportion 
of two to one, and old shepherds say 
that it was not an uncommon thing to 
see the sheep and the kangaroo feeding 
together upon the plains, as many as 
two or three thousand kangaroos fre- 
quently accompanying a flock of a 
thousand sheep. The reduction in the 
number of kangaroos has materially 
affected the possibilities of profit on 
sheep farms, as will be seen from the 
fact that a "station" which, in 1850, 
could barely graze five thousand sheep, 
can now be made to carry forty thou- 
sand without any danger of being over- 
stocked.

STARVING AND DY1SG. 

Horrible State of Aflalrs In Hrazll-Scnnda- 
lous TreaiBH'iit or Hebrew Immigrants. 

New \'onK, Aui;. 17.— The Hebrews on 
the East side have been somewhat e.xcitcil 
during the last week by a letter from Brazil 
containing an account of the treatment of 
the Hebrew immigrants from this country 
to the province of Maranho. The letter 
was written by Charles Stein, formerly a 
peddlar living at 184 Division street. Ho 
left for Brazil April 22nd. The letter to 
Stein's wife is dated July 0th. 

"I am at Maranho, Brazil," wrote Stein, 
" and you do not know what a horrible and 
unhealthy place it is here. Tho climate in- 
terrible, and there is almost nothing to eat. 
Bread is vet y dear, .§18 being the price of 
a barrel of Hour the size of a keg of herring. 

" I cannot write you all we suffer here — 
it would take too long — but I ask of you, 
my dear wife, the favor that you can anil 
must do me, that is, to go to the Brazilian 
consul and tell him that ho forced me to 
come here and fooled me. He promised mo 
seven acres of land, a house, horse, tlneo 
oxen, tools and a year's aid. It is all false ; 
they make us sluves here. 

" The governor of the town puts us to 
building railroads. They promised us in 
New York to give married men 5.'I7 iv 
month and single men $25, but they only 
promised m order to get us here. We came, 
anil instead of the promised wages we got 
only $12 a month, and on that we cannot 
live. We are starving and dying. 

" Every day there is some victim of the 
yellow fever. We cannot yet enough boxca 
to bury the poor people dying every day 
and we will fight against them. 

"Another order came from the govern- 
ment July 8, but wo receive no money, only 
this terrible food. There is nothing for us 
to do but to die or fight." 

Stein is a naturalized American citizen. 
On Monday a cable message was received at> 
the Brazilian consulate from the govern- 
ment with orders to allow no more emi- 
grants to sail for Brazil No reason for such 
an order was given.

NOT " VENOM ED." 

We can assure our Nanaimo contempor- 
ary that there is not a trace of "venom" in 
what we say with respect to the Wellington 
strike and matters connected with it ; and 
-we attack no one in a "rabid" or any other 
way. The comments which wo made on the 
speech attributed to Mr. Tully Uoycc were, 
wc think, such as any fair-minded person of 
common sense should mako. Every sensi- 
ble man must see that neither violenco nor 
vindictiveness should enter into business 
transactions. How much business would 
lie done if it were customary for ono of the 
parties to a bargain to take the other by the 
.-throat, telling him to do what he demanded 
•or by all that is good, or all that is bad, he 
would choke the life out of him? Yet, is 
Tiot this something like the attitude which 
.the Nanaimo Miners' Afinoeinfion 1ms taken 
with regard to the Wellinaton mine-owners? 
To tell them that this is not tho way for 
civilized and intelligent men to do business, 
is surely not attacking thent, or doing them 
harm in any way. It is, indeed, quite the 
reverse. Surely the Free Press can see that 
if the methods adopted by tho Association 
wee generally practised, a stop would very 
aoon ha put to the transaction of all busi- 
.•less. If men who have money found 
that thoy could not invest it in mines 
or factories or industries of any kind in 
which large numbers of work-people were 
employed without, in case of non-compliance 
with their demands, being exposed to such 
■evils as the Wellington mine owners were 
threatened with at the Nanaimo meeting, 
enterprise would bo completely killed and 
they would not risk their means in new 
undertakings. 

No class of men suffer so severely from 
ulackness or stagnation in business as the 
wage-earners. It is not, therefore, for 
them to pursue a policy which is calculated 
to give men of capital serious cause for 
alarm. This Wellington strike i3 a ease in 
.point. Who has suffered most from it- the 
wage-earners or the capitalists ? And was 
the object sought worth the suffering and 
the sacrifices that were made ? If the men 
had not struck they could have been earning 
high wages and would have received good 
treatment. They ami their families would 
liavo enjoyed all the comforts that can lie 
obtained by miners who have constant 
employment at fair rates, and, as regards 
tho adoption of pit committees by the 
mine owners, they would havebeen quite as 
far ahead as they are now, and, perhaps, 
further. Iiusiness men do not oppose a 
change for tho sake of mere opposition. If 
pit committees are found to work well when 
they have been tried, they will 
soon bo generally adopted without 
the losses, the annoyances, and 
tho sacrifices consequent upon strikes. 
And, if they do not work well, both em- 
ployers and employed will be pleased that 
the experiment was tried for them by 
others. Wo trust that there is no venom 
in this, and that in taking this viow of the 
Wellington contest we are not attacking 
any one. 

Tho Free Press says that Mr. Tully Boyce 
did not U30 the language attributed to him. 
tVo aro glad to hear that. Hut how is it 
that Mr. Uoyee has not repudiated the re- 
port of his speech thai was published in the 
Times ° 

Tlie version which the Free Press givo3 
of Mr. Boyoo's remarks, though not to 
savagely revengeful in tone as aro those 

.that appeared in the Times' report, was not 
such as might bo expected from a man who 

'has the interests of tho miners at heart. 
Hero is what the Freo Press Bays — on 
whose authority it does not state— was the 
concluding sentence of Mr. Hoyco's speeeli : 
"He (Mr. Boyce) then stated that ho be- 
lieved the boycott which had lieon placed 
ou Wellington coal in California by the 
Federated Trades was effectually working, 
and he believed that it would' not tako 
years to bring tho Dunsmuirs to tonus or bo 

.compelled to closo down." 

Well, if tho contest resulted in "closing 



down," who would bo benefitted? Certainly 
not tho miners. They would have no work, 
and tho province would ho deprived of tho 
benefit derivable from tho working of tho 
Wellington mines. It would bo a poor 
satisfaction to miners to see tho Wellington 
coal mines closed, and the miners and the 
host of other working people, whoso living 
depends upon their continued activity, 
sent adrift upon the world to seek the 
means of existence. Yet, there is nothing 
surer than that tho policy of intolerance 
and revenge which the Nanaimo men favor 
will, if followed up, result in closing not 
only tho Wellington mines, but other mines 
and other industrial undertakings which, if 
carried on on sound business principles, 
would enrich the country and be the means 
of supporting thousands in comfort. 

Wc wish, before we conclude this article, 
which wo hope is not "venomed," to correct 
a slight mistake that our contemporary has 
made. It says, not very accurately to be 
sure, that tho Dunsmuirs and the Colonist 
are " synonomous terms." This is very far, 
indeod, from being the case. The significa- 
tion of the two terms is altogether different. 
What the COLONIST says about the Nanaimo 
meeting and the Wellington strike is in the 
interest of tho whole community, including 
the Nanaimo miners. The " Dunsmuirs " 
have had no more to do with it than the editor 
of the Free Press himself. We wish it to be 
distinctly understood that the CoLOMST is 
alone responsible — in every sense — for what 
appeals in its editorial columns. 



THE RAMBLING OIK! AN. 

Wo are beginning to think that ihe 
Times dois not expect its articles on Do- 
minion and Provincial politics to be taken 
seriously. Its utterances on those subjects 
are very far indeed from being couched in 
words of truth and soberness. It is perfect- 
ly reckless with regard to the assertions it 
makes, and it deals with subjects of all 
kinds in the most trilling and frothy man- 
ner. 

Its second at tide on the way in v. liich 
Mr. Farle performed his parliamentary du- 
ties is a piece of journalistic hodge-podge. 
It is, indeed, a curious mixture, und has 
almost as little relevancy to the work that 
Mr. Earle did during the present session 
of the Dominion Parliament as it has to 
Mr. Robertson's lecturo on agriculture in 
Canada. It has ceased to accuse Mr. Earle 
of not looking after tho commercial inter- 
ests of Victoria, and, instead of showing 
what grounds it had for that accusation, it 
bores its readers with a screed on the rela- 
tive importance of harbor improvements. 
Nothing that could be obtained in Ottawa 
is worth mentioning compared with harbor 
improvements. U hat tho paramount im- 
portance of harbor works has to do with 
-Mr. Earle's diligence and fidelity as a 
representative of the people, our contem- 
porary does not so much as hint. If 
every word of the Times' rigmarole 
were as truo as it is silly, 
there is nothing in the article to show that 
Mr. Earle did not do everything that it was 
in his power to do while in Ottawa to pro- 
mote and advance the interests of the City of 
Victoria — the improvement of the harbor, 
a3 well as other matters. 

Then there is some nonsense about the 
fishery commission, und the favor in which 
Mr. Wilmot is held in Ottawa. Whether 
the canners and the Colonist arc ilutlered 
by tho appointment of Mr. Wilmot as one 
of the Commissioners is a matter with 
which Mr. Earle has nothing to do, and for 
which no one is so foolish as to hold him 
responsible. 

There is also a lot of bosh about recipro- 
city, in which the leadsrs of the Conserva- 
tive party arc accused of stealing the 
Liberal trade policy. What has Mr. Earle 
to do with this alleged act of petty lar- 
ceny? But, if our contemporary took a 
little time to think, it would have remem- 
bered that the 'mission of the Canadian 
Ministers to Washington was promised by 
Sir John Macdonald, some time previous to 
the lost general election, and that one of 
tho planks of tho Conservative platform 
was a reasonable measure of reciprocity 
with the United States, if it could be ob- 
tained. But our feather-headed contempor- 
ary never takes the trouble to think. It 
rattles on careless, whether what it says is 
truo or false — sense or nonsense. 

The next jump is to the Esquimalt dock. 
It tells us that it prefers a new dock to an 
ex tension of the present one, and then fret- 
fully complains because the Imperial Gov- 
ernment h is the right to use tho dock for 
the repair of ships of war. Here again, our 
contemporary's shallowness and want of 
thought is very conspicuous. In the first 
place, the Imperial Government has paid for 
the use of the dock. It contributed $250,000 
towards its construction. But, if it hud not 
done this, would the Dominion Government 
do anything more than it might to do if it 
provided tree of charge dock accom- 
modation for the shi|H that are 
sent hero to protect us and to re- 
mind tho nations ot the world that tho 
country which hurts any part of Canada 
hurts Great Britain, Besides, ii it 
for a newspaper published in Victoria, 
which derives so many and such substantial 
advantages from being a naval station of 
Great Britain, to complain because a man- 
of-war now and then occupies the dry dock ? 
Even when it is whining in this unreason- 
able and ungrateful way, the Times does not 
stick to tho truth. It asserts that tho Im- 
perial Government virtually owns tho dry 
dock. Everyone knows that this is not 
true. For, by far tho greater part of the 
time the dock is open to merchant Bliips of 
all kinds and ull nations, and, as a matter of 
fact, many of them avail themselves of the 
conveniences it affords them. The Eflqui- 
mill dry dock, even as it is, is of great ail- 
vanlugo to tho commerce of tho Province, 
but, if it is not, in what way would Mr. 
Earlo bo to blame ? 



MIGHT Oil RIGHT f 

Tho little breeze about tho seizure of the 
steamer City of Panama will, no doubt, 
soon blow over. The small republic of San 
Salvador is too weak and too insignificant 
to hold its own in a dispute with, what is 
considered, par excellence, the "Great Re- 
public." Might is still, in too many in- 
stances, Right in this wicked world. The 
question involved is the right of a nation 
to exercise jurisdiction over tho ships that 
are in its harbors, no matter what flag they 
fly. The City of Panama, when in tho 
harbor of La Union, had on board passen- 
gers whom the Government of San Salvador 
regarded as offenders against the laws of 
the country. An attempt was made to 
arrest those offenders, which was resisted 
by the captain of the steamship. When the 
City of Panama was ready to leave, the customs 
authorities of La Union refused to give her 
captain the usual clearanco papers. After 
waiting some hours in port, tho steamship 
sailed without her clearance. When sho 
arrived at La Libertad, another port 
of San Salvador, the City of Panama 
was declared confiscated because of her re- 
sistance to the law of the land, and pap'rn 
to that efl'ect were served on her captain. 
No violence was used in either port, nor 
was any attempt made to detain her forci- 
bly. The Salvadorean authorities did only 
what was necessary to assert what they 
considered the law of nations when it was 
set ut naught by the American sea captain. 
It is said that the passengers on board tho 
American steamship were political offenders 
und not ordinary criminals. Admitting this 
to be the ease, can foreign ships 
be made un asylum for political offenders 
against tho nation in whoso territory tho 
harbor is situated? If, for instance, when 
Dillon and O'Brien were making their es- 
cape to France, they had taken refuge in an 
American steamship lying in one of the har- 
bors of Ireland, could not the officers of the 
law have pursued them there, and could 
they not have compelled the captain to givo 
tho men up? There would not have been 
in that case any question us to the compe- 
tency of the British officers of the law to 
take the men, and if it were necessary, to 
use force. But circumstances alter cases. 
Great Britain is different from San Salvador, 
and what was done with impunity in La 
Union would not be attempted, say in the 
Cove of Cork. 



EDITORIA L COMMENT. 

1 HE Dominion Government has, we learn, 
offered the Indian Reserve lo the Corpora- 
tion for SIlOO.iW. Those who profess to 
know ull about tho Reserve and the tenure 
by which it is held by the Indians of the 
Songish tribe, assert that tho Dominiou 
Government has no right to sell the land. 
They maintain that it is held in trust for 
the Indians, arid that neither they nor the 
Government have the power to dispose of it 
to a third party.

CHANGE OF CLIMATE. 

Unusual Rains In. the Southern Cali- 
fornia Mountains, Duo to the 
Desert Lake- 



Green Pustiires Where Desert Sunfrs 
Shifted ix Few Honths Ap;o— Au 
Ancient Canal. 



San Bfjwaxdiho, Aug. ! L7.— Stormt are 
raging daily in the mountains near thie city. 
Yesterday it rained several hours at -Cucu- 
maugfc, hut not hard. Thin afternoon heavy 
storms, with thunder anil lightning 1 , were 
noticed in the mountains coming down into 
the valley. Above Rcdlands, ot 3. .'10, a. 
large body of water came down Mill creek 
and through (Redlands, washing out the 
Redlands moter road in several places and 
doing some damage on 'the liartcc tract. It 
is now generally believed that tSiese contin- 
ued stormsand the sultry weather which 
has lasted ever since* 1 uly 1, with one short 
interval, huf been thr; result of the Hooding 
of the Colorado desert. If this continued, 
permanently, it will result in more water 
in the mountains fcr irrigating purposes, 
but the summer cliriate will be less pleasant. 

San Diego, CuL, Aug 17.— H. \V. Pat- 
ton, who undertook un expedition to deter- 
mine the source of Sulton lake, going from 
Yumo down the Colorado rrver to the break 
in the hanks, is in the city- He says be is 
positive the lake will be permanent. At 
present it is fiillicg, but each slight rise in 
the river adds to the volume of water in the 
lake, unci now tint a well-defined channel 
has been washed out, the water from the 
river would flow directly to the lake, in- 
Htoad'of spreading all over the country be- 
fore finding its way to the basin. The 
break in the river bank is at an old lagoon 
about seventeen, miles south of Yuma, in 
Mexican territory. I rom there to the 
lake -the channel is from 100 feet to half a 
mile wide, and of sufficient depth to carry 
an immense "Dody of water. The soil 
through which the channel has cut its way- 
is a very rich and fertile sandy loam. For 
miles and mil/is the sand of the desert has 
been washed into the channel, leaving the 
noil exposed. 

The water has. deposited vast quantities 
of ouelite seed and 100,000 acres are a 
waving sea of green pasturage. At one 
place the channel wits found to pass be- 
tween twoirows of.Jruge mesquite trees in a 
perfectly straight lice, over a distance of 
twenty miles. Between the rows of trees 
the water is nearly twenty feet in depth, 
while on either Bide it had an average of 
five feet. Mr. Pattern asserts that the trees 
and channel marklthe line of an ancient irri- 
gating ditdh, by whom used no man can 
toll. In sneaking of the general effects of 
the overflow, Mr. Patton said they would 
be both detrimental and beneficial. In ex- 
plaining the paradox, lie said : 

At Banning we had in u comparatively 
short time four rains. Then there were 
terrible rains in the mountains above Red- 
lands, Olid a heavyifall at Campo, all un- 
precedented at this time of year. 1 am 
satisfied they are the direct results of 
Salton lake. These rains come at a time 
when they are not needed, just in harvest 
time, and when the raisin crop is maturing. 
On the otiier bund, it will bring into the 
market and under cultivation an immense 
amount of territory unproductive and 
sterile. From the break in the river to 
Saltan lake is .100 miles, and it consists of 
the finest soil imaginable. The water is 
amply sufficient to furnish irrigation for 
hundreds and hundreds of thousands of 
acres. At present about one-fifth of the 
water in the Colorado river is flowing 
through the channel into the lake at Salton, 
but with the next heavy raise it would not 
be Burpiising to see almost the entire volume 
of water in the river turned into this 
channel. At Yuma, when we left, the 
thermometer on the boat registered 1 12 
deg. in the shade, bet at no time during the 
five days that we were sailing across the 
country did it rise above, H'2 deg. 

PRESSURE ON CHINA. 

TliO Powers Demand Discontinuance of Out- 
racfs— Secret Societies Deelre us Attack 
by Europeans, so That the Empire Hay 
Fall. 

Tikn Thin, Aug. 17.— The ministers of 
the foreign powers have increased the pres- 
sure which has been p'aeed upon the 
Chinese government, insisting upon the 
punishment of the rioters and of the 
officials who neglected to afford protection 
to foreigners and their property. The for- 
eign ministers do not demand pecuniary 
indemnity, having already settled that with 
the local authorities. 

London, Aug. 17.— The Standard says : 
Should China persist in her present attitude 
grave consequences threaten, and no one 
sees the issue. This is what the shrewder 
of the Kolao and other secret societies 
desire. They hope to involve the govern- 
ment with foreign powers and thus distract 
it, knowing that if the powers attack China 
the empire w ill probably collapse and the 
whole country fall into a state of anarchy, 
svhich may not be suppressed in our time. 
Ifappily European diplomats understand 
this condition of affairs, and knowing how 
desperatoly fragile is the imperial authority 
in China, will persuade others to deal with 
the matter in a gingerly maimer. 

SJUKOHAI, Aug. 17. — It is no use dis- 
guising the (act that a serious state of af- 
fairs existB in this country over th" •• 
Hon on foreigners and others 



looting to redress for the outrages by the 
Chinese government. At present a stale of 
great excitement prevails at the increasing 
tension between the Chinese government 
and the ministers of the foreign powers. 
'From all appearances, the former is obsti- 
nate in its refusal to redress the injuries 
done to foreigners during the recent riots. 
If the Chinese authorities do not yield to 
the firm demands of the ministers of the 
powers, concerted hostile action on the part 
of the vessels of the various nations repre- 
sented in these waters is imminent. Such a 
state of affairs is known to exist, and 
hence foreign ministers have been com- 
pelled to inform the Chinese government 
that a joint naval demonstration of an ef- 
fective nature, in which the French, Amej' 
ican, British and German squadrons will 
take part, will bo ordered hi the near fu- 
ture unless speedy reparation be made for 
injuries, outrages and abuses complained of 
by the ministers of the powers. 



A CHILIAN MANIFESTO. 

Revolntl(ml«is Chnrce Balmaceila With Lying 
*b£ Snuanderlng; National Funds— 
A New Intrigue. 

New Youk, Aug. CG. — The last, mail 
from Panama brings a-copy of the manifesto 
issued IV>y the executive council of Chilean 
revolutionists, dated June 15th huit. 

The manifesto accuses Balmaceda of 
lying, nvhen he stated that the men-of-war 
of every nation were in pursuit off the in- 
surgent vessels and hail captured some of 
them. The Hction of Balmaceda., 1 both mili- 
tary and civil, are mentioned inn sarcastic 
manner. Speaking of Bahnacosla's policy, 
the 'manifesto says:: 

" The dictator squandered £20,000,000 
left in the nationals aulta by the previous 
administrations. He emitted (§1 2,000,000 
in paper money, und recently has been 
authorized by hisao-called congress to emic 
SSiOOO.OOO more. (Besides all this, ho uses 
$20,000,000 unfairly appropriated from the 
iseues of the banks. This vast amount of 
money has not beer, used to purchase war 
materials with which to resist revolution, 
but has been used in paying -spies anil for 
bribery. 

" Naturally an<: logically I the credit of 
Chile will suffer from the effects of such 
proceedings. The dictator, contemplating 
the fate that threatens bin , has essayed a 
new intrigue to delay the evil day, and has 
proposed an armistice to tin. congressional 
party through the American admiral. The 
leaders of the revolution reje :t it with con- 
tempt. We ask our friendc to have entire 
confidence in the outcome."

SEW GOLD AND SILVER EXTRAC- 
TION PROCESS. 

(Ayr Advortisor, July 30.) 
?ilr John Cunnitjghame Montgomerie, of 
B)almore, Ayrshire, in conjunction with Mr. 
Henry Parkes, of London, have discovered 
A .process for the extraction of gold und 
silver from the refractory gold and silver 
sulphide ores of the Champion mines, in the 
Thames district of New Zealand. These 
ores are well known to be ef a very refrac- 
tory nature, and all the processes now in 
use .have failed to treat them satisfactorily. 
The best results that have been obtained in 
farmer trials were by o , process which took 
Hi hours in treatment, with un extracting 
power of from 85 to 87 per cent, of gold, and 
from .72 to 86 per cent, .of silver. During 
the past few months Mr. Montgomerie has 
personally carried out a large number of 
experiments at his "Tum.o' Shanter" Hone 
Wonka on t ; is ore, withtthe result that he 
has reduced the time of treatment from 10 
hours to 4 hours, and with an extracting 
power of from !),"> to 9U per cent, of gold, and 
from 1)0 to 95 per cent, of silver, from 
trials on two special grades of i he' Champion 
sulphide ores, the following icsults have 
n obtained without the ore being 
lined : — Ore assaying I oz. 1 dwt. 11 
grains gold, and 39 oz. -i dwts. 21 grains 
silver, 98 per cent, of the gold and <M\ per 
cent, of the silver were extracted ; and from 
:>re assaying, 2 oz. i) dwts. gold, and oil oz. 
1!) dwts. 7 grains silver, as high as (12 per 
cent, of the gold 95.39 per ceut. uf the siiver 
have been taken out. In working out the 
best method for the treatment of these ores 
a number of valuable data have been 
arrived at, whereby the ore cun be brought 
to yield up its precious metals, and some of 
these are specially adapted for certain 
refractory ores other than those of the type- 
oft he Champion .ores. It is believed that 
one or other of the processes which haw 
been discovered will treat a wide range of 
the various ores which arc now but indiffer- 
ently treated, and those of a slightly 
refractory nature .may be treated easily 
with the highest results,

— Francis 
Murphy has just concluded the most re- 
markable temperance revival in the history 
of Montana, Three weeks he labored day 
and night, und in that time more than 
:i,WX) people, or f 'illy one-sixth of the entire 
population, signed his pledge of total ab- 
stinence and donned the blue ribbon. In a 
typical Western town, built on the site of 
the famous "Last Ciianco " placer mining 
camp, this is a wonderful showing. After a 
short rest Mr. Murphy will grapple 
Bacchus in his own stronghold, the 
greatest mining camp on earth, Butte 
City. From there he will go on west to 
the Sound cities and down to California. 
As in other places Mr. Murphy has been 
rabidly attacked by the red-hot prohibi- 
tienists, for ho neither advocates nor be- 
lieves in that doctrine. 

"Prohibition has failed wherever tried," 
said Mr. Murphy in an interview with a 
local newspaper man. "Kind words, en- 
couragement., love and God's help alone can 
prevail upon men to quit the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors." Mr. Murphy has never 
done much work in the Western mining and 
live stock countries, and he considers his 
success in Helena among the most notable 
of his long career. 

A Motorncer Murdered, 

Colorado Springs, Colo., Aug. 17.—

The train had been standing there only a 
few minutes when the second section came 
around a curve at a high rate cj£ speed and 
crashed into the reur of the first section, 
wrecked the engine and several cars of the 
last train, and making kindling wood of 
the caboose and live cars of the first section. 

Killed in Hi il hy n Meteor. 

BlSOIlAMTTON, N. Y , Aug. lf>. — It is re- 
ported that Thomas Lucas was killed by a 
falling star at a Bmall hamlet in Elk 
•county, Pa. Lucas' littlo daughter aroused 
the neighbors, and the party repaired to 
his home. Directly over the bed was a 
largo hole in t lie ceiling.

WHEREAS by " Tho Police Magistrate and 
Legal Advisers' Appointment By-law, 18SS,'' 
tho Hon. A. N. Richards, Q.C., was appointed 
Police Magistrate : 

And WHEREAS tho said A. N. Richards has 
resigned his appointment as such Pollco Magis- 
trate, and such resignation has boon accepted : 

And WHEREAS Arthur Louis Helyoa, bnrris- 
tor-at law, has been duly appointed Magistrate 
in tho place and stead of the said A. N.
